within the ju risdictio n where the of 
fense was co mmitted. The opinion has 
been cu rren t ?hat the attorney general 
as the agen t o f the gov ernor, is charg­ 
ed with the du ty o f bridgin g crimin al 
su its, bu t an ex amin atio n o f the ac­ 
co u n tin g law fails to 
rev eal an y : u en 
power, it is said. 
After settin g o u t the n atu re o f th 
ex amin atio n to be made o f the reco rds 
o f co u n ty , to wn ship an d city o fficials 
Sec. 9 o f the state acco u n tin g law 
reads:

grasp of Scotland Yard. 
At 8 o’clock 
Sunday morning Inspector Dew\ who 
on the faster Laurentic had b eaten the 
fugitives to port, b oarded the Mont­ 
rose off Father Point with the pilot 
and in a few minutes handcuffs were 
on the man for whom the police of the 
world have b een searching for the past 
three weeks. 
As for Miss Leneve, 
when arrested she fainted in her cab in, 
still dressed in b oy’s clothing. 
When Dew touched Crippen on the 
shoulder all the latter said was: 
“I 
am glad the suspense is over. The anx ­ 
iety was too great for me to b ear.” 
Crippen was immediately taken to 
£ 8b in 8, x jiile Miss Len^ye remained 
in rSora 5 in a state q t collapse. This 
is the room that “John Philo Rob inson, 
merchant, of Detroit, and John George 
Rob inson, 
student,” 
had 
occupied. 
Miss Leneve was given girl’s clothing 
as soon as the arrest was made. 
In a 
few moments the Montrose was on her 
way to Queb ec. 
Crippen and Miss Leneve had b reak­ 
fast as usual Sunday morning and af­ 
terward the girl in b o> s clothes re­ 
tired to her cab in while Crippen paced 
the deck on the port side. Dr. Stewart, 
the ship's surgeon, spoke to him just 
as the pilot b oat got within hailing dis­ 
tance. 
“It’s a cold morning,” Mr. Rob in­ 
son,” remarked Dr. Stewart. 
“Yes,” replied Crippen, looking at 
the fast approaching b oat. 
Then he 
added: 
"There seems to he a lot of 
men in that b oat.” 
Dr. Stewart, in describ ing the arrest, 
said while Crippen had b een very ner­ 
vous since the gulf was reached, he did 
not seem to b e apprehensive of the 
stop at Father Point until he saw' the 
b oatload of men pulling for the ship. 
Then he turned pale. 
Inspector Dew 
walked up the deck and when he got 
near to where Crippen and Dr. Stewart 
were standing he stopped and b eck­ 
oned to Crippen. 
The latter did nqt 
falter 
for 
a 
moment, 
hut 
walked 
straight over to 
where the sleuth 
from 
Scotland 
Yard 
was standing. 
Dew took him b y the arm and led him 
to the captain’s room under the b ridge, 
where the arrest was made. 
As the 
steel b racelets clamped his wrists he 
looked at Dew for a moment and said 
he was glad the suspense was over. 
Then he was quickly led down to a 
vacant cab in, where he was searched. 
The first search of his outer clothing 
revealed only a $10 hill, a watch and a 
pencil. 
Xo revolver, not even a knife, 
was found. 
Pinned to his undershirt, 
however, were five lady’s diamond 
rings and a diamond pin. 
Miss Le­ 
neve when searched also had in her 
possession a splendid diamond b rooch. 
Sitting in the cab in handcuffed and 
coatless. Crippen presented a curious 
spectacle. 
There is no doub t that the 
man had b een eating his heart out 
with fear for the past few days, al­ 
though it is equally sure he felt that 
the b low would fall at Queb ec and not 
Father Point.

Presi dent Heeds Sunday Party

Beverly, Mass., Aug. 1. — President 
Taft motored 150 miles Sunday through 
a smiling New England countryside to 
see his aunt. Miss Delia Torrey, of 
Millslmry. Mrs. Taft, Charlie Taft and 
the president’s b rother, Henry W. Taft 
of New York, went alone:, too. Horace 
D. Taft another b rother of the presi­ 
dent. was already at Aunt Delia's home 
and there was a little reunion in ihe 
quaint colonial mansion on the out­ 
skirts of the village of most of the Taft 
family. 
It was whispered ab out that 
some of thr.t famous apple pie which 
Aunt Delia knows so well hew to make 
was waiting for Will ' Tatt, and it was 
said the preside nt did justice to it. 
Taft started from Beverly shortly 
after 10 o’clock in the morning. 
The 
b ig White House steamer pulled into 
Mill b ury just after 1. Coming b ack it 
left Aunt Delia’s house at 4 o’clock, 
and at 8 the president was b ack at the 
Evans cottage. 
The speedometer reg­ 
istered more than 150 miles. The trip 
was made quietly and without display. 
It was just a holiday visit for the pres­ 
ident. and not a policeman nor a local 
committeeman l othered him in all the 
long journey. 
Only once did a cop 
figure in the ride, and that was when 
the president's car started in on the 
speedway at R°vere b each, near Bos­ 
ton. 
That speedway is sacred from 3 
in the afternoon until 10 at night to

MORE THAJ3 TWENTY SLA :? 


With No Nearer Ground Than a Sus­ 
picion of Possib le Incendiarism, Mob 
Forms Near Palestine and Ruthless 
Rode Ab out the Country, Slaying Un­ 
resisting 
Negroes Wherever They 
Were Met, on Road or in Field. 


Palest!» , Tex ., Aug. 1.—A posse of 
more than a hundred armed men has 
b een scouring the country around the 
Slocum and Denson settlements in th's 
county, hunting dowm negroes and 
white men who were involved in the 
racial troub le that led to the slaughter 
of more than twenty negroes Saturday 
and the night b efore. 
A company of 
miltia from Marshall and a detehment 
of rangers from Austin have also ar­ 
rived and are in control of the situa­ 
tion. 
The slaughter of the negroes 
was not the result of any race war, 
though the feeling which the wholesale 
killing engendered threatened for a 
time to cause an uprising on the part 
of the negroes of the two places. Mob s 
of white men started out early Friday 
night and rode from cab in to cab in, 
calling out the negroes who had b een 
marked for the slaughter and shot 
them dowm in their tracks. This work 
of carnage continued all Friday night, 
and with the dawning of a new day the 
lust of the mob for b lood semed to 
increase. 
Negroes 
were 
shot 
and 
killed on the roads and in the fields 
where they were w’orking, despite the 
prayers and 
pleadings 
which they 
made that their lives he spared. 
A pile of twenty dead b odies of vic­ 
tims have b een scattered on the roads 
and over the country. It may never he 
known how' many more negroes were 
killed in out-of-the-way places where 
their remains may never b e found. So 
far as learned the negroes wlio were 
killed efi’ered no resistance to the mob . 
The wholesale slaughter of negroes was 
b rought ab out hv the report that reach­ 
ed the ears of white men of (he Slocum 
community that secret meetings of the 
b lacks were held at which plans were 
formed for b urning the b arns and resi­ 
dences of certain white citizens. 
A numb er of white men who are al­ 
leged to have b elonged to the mob will 
b e arrested and placed in jail as soon 
as warrants can b e issued and served. 
It is slated that several suspects have 
b een taken into custody b y the local 
officers. 
Many negroes have fled from 
the Slocum and Denson communities 
since the troub h* commenced.

Carney located him in Vallejo and set 
in motion the forces which finally 
placed the man in the hands of the 
police. 
Wendling admitted his identity with­ 
out question. 
He said he left Louis 
ville on Jan. 18. four months b efore 
the mutilated b ody of the Kellner girl 
was found, b ecause of a quarrel with 
his b rother-in-law, b ut he refused to 
say a word that would in any way con­ 
nect him with the death of the child, 
although confronted with all the evi­ 
dence held b y the Louisville officers.
